which the papers were filed with the
clerk of the superior court on Wed-
nesday, it ta alleged that the Aiofsin
automobile, driven by Joseph Davis,
an agont and servant, had reached the
curve near the-Roun- HM farm and
waa proceeding up a stiff grade at a
reasonable rate of speed with reason-
able care when it met the defendant,
Richards, driving aa automobile down
the hill at an excessive rata of speed
and not having his auto tinder reason
able control. Before rounding the
curve the plaintiff's driver sounded
his horn but the defendant failed to
give any warning and the Aiofsin
car, it ia claimed, waa run Into by
the Richards car and so much dam-
aged that repairs cost 1750.

In the second count it Is claimed
that through the collision the plain-
tiff's son, Frederick Roy Aiofsin, aged
13, was thrown out of the car. his
leg waa cut and he was otherwise in-
jured so that the plaintiff had had
to spend 4150 for medical services. The
82 horse power Cadillac touring car
of Mr. Richards has been attached. Jut
has been released under a bond for
11,100 given by a Norwich dentist.

Law Is Found Unconstitutional. .

MISSION FUNDS INCREASE.

Episcopal Board Out of Debt t for
First Time in Eight Years

The Episcopal Board of Missions
Tuesday gave out a statement show-
ing receipts for the year of 11,067,000
applying on its regular budget, an
increase over the previous year of
220,000. That year exceeded the year
before that by $28,000. This sum does
not include some hundreds of thou-
sands of receipts applying on special
causes. This year, in spite of war,
was one of the largest in the history
of the Episcopal church.

In addition $171,000 waa raised in
the past few months to meet an
emergency and avoid debt. The sum
sought was $400,000, but the state-
ment says ' that since an excess of
$20,000 had ' been received on regu-
lar gifts, the emergency practically
had been met The statement says
that . the board is now out of - debt
for the first time in eight years.
